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SIXTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


LOAN FUND BOARD OF IRELAND. 


The Loan Fund Board of Ireland submit this, their Sixty-eighth Annual Report, for 
presentation to both Houses of Parliament. 

The statements set out in Appendices 1 and 2 have been compiled from Abstracts 
furnished to the Board since 1st January, 1906, in connection with fifty-six 
Societies. 

The capital, on 31st December, 1905, of these Societies was £94,3.52, and 
the circulation of this capital in 1905 amounted to £217,486. 

The Board have to express their grave disappointment that the Charitable Loan 
Societies (Ireland) Act, 1900, has not yet been amended, and they desire to call special 
attention to the following facts. In their Sixty-sixth Report to Parliament (Cd. 1993, 
1904) they pointed out the urgent necessity for the amendment of this Statute. 

The Government then in office had recognised this necessity, and, in the Sessions of 
1903, 1904, and 1905, Bills intended to effect such amendment were introduced in 
Parliament by the Attorney-General for Ireland. 

In reply to a question, asked hy Mr. Hemphill, M.P. for North Tyrone, on 22nd 
June, 1903, the Attorney-General for Ireland said an amending Bill had been drafted, 
and that he should be prepared to introduce it “ upon receiving an assurance from 
Honorable Members that it wiU be treated as a non-contentious measure.’’ 

When the Bill (No. 303) was introduced on 30th July, 1903, blocking notices were 
given by some Irish Members, as they regarded this requirement as unfair and 
unconstitutional, and therefore declined to be parties to such an arrangement. 

The Bill was withdrawn, and in similar circumstances Government BiUs for the 
amendment of the Loan Fund Act of 1900 were withdrawn in 1904 and 1905 without 
having reached Second Reading. 
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SIXTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL EEPORT OF LOAN FUND BOARD. 


The Board have not omitted to urge the attention of the present Irish Government 
to the necessity for an adequate amendment of the Charitable Loan Societies 
(Ireland) Act, 1900.
